set out at daybreak to comb Crawford county with only the 
premonition of a bereaved father as assurance that the girl 
was dead. The body was found shortly before 11 o'clock. 


The body of the girl was found 
a quarter mile west of the farm of 
Albert Olson, whose son, Brdrnan, 
sweetheart of the girl, is sought on 
a murder warrant.

C. B. Steward, 
secretary of the Nebraska Farm 
Bureau federation, was invited to 
discuss the river question and gave 
a complete history of the winning 
fight made by the upper river in- 
terests to secure recognition of the 
project in the river and harbor 
bill now pending before congress. 


Secretary Steward commented on 


the loyalty of the Nebraska mem- 
bers of the house to the interests 
of their state in their' support of 
the Missouri river amendment and 
the river and harbor bill as it 
passed 
the 
house. 
Congressman 


Sears of the second district came 
in for particular mention as having 
borne the brunt &X the fight in the 
lower house as chairman of the 
Missouri river group of congress- 
men. 


The present unfavorable situa- 


tion of the upper Missouri amend- 
ment as recommended by the sen- 
ate committee of commerce was 
explained, as well as the attitude 
of Nebraska senators, particularly 
Senator R. B. Howell. The dele- 
gates felt that it should be Sen- 
ator Howell's duty to use every 
means at his command to secure the 
adoption of the house provision for 
authorization of the improvement 
of the upper Missouri river and 
then work and vote for the passage 
of the river and harbor bill by the 
senate and not jeopardize the in- 
terests of his constituents by a 
needless attack on other projects 
included in the bill.

other regions of the country is 
creating a hostile attitude toward 
the 
Missouri 
river improvement 


and seriously threatens any chance 
of recognition, it was stated. After 
the conclusion of Secretary Stew- 
ard's address, the subject was fur- 
ther discussed by President Dudley 
Beck, former President H. L. Web- 
ster, Otto Uehllng and other mem- 
bers" of the convention.

Whereas, agriculture being the 
jurce ot all Nebraska wealth and 
any impairment of the income of 
agriculture is reflected in all other 
lines of business in the state and. 


AVhereas, increasing labor costs 


and material costs have resulted in 
a. very much higher level of freight 
{rates since the close of the war, 
•as compared with pre-war rates 
and. 


Whereas, it is no longer a con- 
troversial question that the open- 
ing 
of the Panama canal 
has 


caused a shift in trade routes from 
the interior to the ocean and has 
made necessary the early improve- 
ment and completion of our two 
great inland waterways, viz., the 
the Great Lakes and water route 
to the Atlantic ocean, and the Mis- 
sissippi system with the connection 
of the two through the Illinois river 
at Chicago, and, 


Whereas, the house of represen- 
tatives of the sixty-ninth congiesss 
has passed a river and harbor bill 
in which is included an authoriza- 
ttgn for the improvement of the

Carloads of Fish 


During Summer 


A. report on conditions at the Val- 


entine fish hatchery and the num- 
ber of fish distributed from there 
during- the past season has been 
sent in to State Agriculture Secre- 
tary McLaughlln by the superin- 
tendent M. E. O'Brien, who says: 


"Since the iish car has stopped 


running-, and the ponds are frozen 
over, our distribution of fish for 
this year is practically closed. Have 
a few more applications that I am 
filling by 'messenger. 
With this 


done our years distribution will be 
finished. 
"Including the fish sent out last 
spring-, -we have distributed this 
year from Valentine 14 carloads of 
fish.' 
"We have In 
the 
holding 
ponds at-present about 60,000 young 
fish. We,also have yet to drain 3 
ponds which should produce 60,000 
fish. If these fish had all 'been sent 
out this fall, we would have had SO 
carloads of fish, or about double the 
output of any former year. 


""We have two ponds built the 
past summer that were not In' use 
this year. The six new ponds that 
we used turned out a fine lot of 
yo.ungr. fish, a little undersized, ow- 
ing- to a shortage of insect life. 
"When the whole pond system .is 


fully in operation, with an increased 
supply of insect life, the hatchery 
should be made to produce enough 
fish to equal\ 2 carloads a month, 
and possibly more. 
"It Is with a great deal of satis- 
faction that I am able to report 
these conditions. It has taken sev- 
eral years hard work to bring- the 
hatchery up to l'lis state of effi- 
ciency. Results will show that it 
has been worth while. 
"In bulk production of pond fish 
the Valentine hatchery 
is 
un- 
equal ed by any other pond hatch- 
ery in the country. The report of 
the federal bureau of fisheries for 
the year 1925 show an average out- 
put of fish from their S pond hatch- 
eries of 60,000 fish .federal pond 
hatcheries . will show "very favor- 
ably, and this will apply to state 
hatcheries as well, although some 
of these have a larger output than 
the federal hatcheries."

Italy and Albania 
Draw Up Friendship 


And Security Pact 


ROME, Dep. 2.—(A1)— Premier 


Mussolini's policy of linking- Italy 
with all the Balkan nations by 
treaties of friendship and co-opera- 
tion" has borne new fruit 
In 
the 


signing: at Tirana of an Italian- 
Albanian "pact of friendship and 
security." The treaty was signed on 
November 27 and official announce- 
ment was made last night. 


The pact, which would be regis- 


tered immediately with the League 
of Nations, differs from those al- 
ready existing with Jugo-Slavia, 
Greece and Rumania, in that it is 
based on an unilateral guarantee by 
Italy of Albania's territorial Integ- 
rity and on a mutual agreement to 
refrain from making treaties with 
o.ther nations affecting the recipro- 
cal interests c. Italy and Albania. 


The specific implication of Italy's 


guardianship of her trans-Adriatic 
neighbor is. contained in article I, 
which reads: Italy and' Albania! 
recognize that any disturbance of 
Albania's political, judicial and ter- 
ritorial status quo is contrary to 
TSleir reciprocal political interests. 


The agreement also provides for 


submission of questions which can- 
not be solved by_ normal diplomatic 
exchanges to a special procedure for 
conciliation and arbitration.

NEBRASKA'S OPPORTUNITY, 


Nebraska's two senators-George "W. Norris and R. 


B. Howell-are being Importuned to bend every effort 
in order to secure favorable consideration of the Mis- 
souri navigation provision in the rivers and harbors 


There is a grave chance of misunderstanding of the 


exact status of the measure in the upper branch of 
congress. What Nebraska really desires is that the 
bill be restored to the form it passed the house. In 
the senate an amendment was tacked to tne rivers 
and harbors bill which made Missouri river improve- 
ment contingent upon financial assistance from the 
communities benefited. In other words, a federal ap- 
propriation is conditioned upon contributions from 
territory expecting to be served by water transporta- 


bl 


• 
No similar condition has been Imposed by the fed- 


eral government in its program of river and harbor 
development. 
The vast expenditures in the Ohio 


Valley and along the Mississippi, and the huge sums 
spent along the Atlantic and the Pacific seaboards 
have come entirely from the federal purse. If tha 
senate amendment to the house rivers and har- 
bors bill is allowed to stand, it will bo another ex- 
ample of unfair and intolerable discrimination against 
the states of the Central West, owing to eastern 
domination In the senate. 


The fight which Senators Norris and "Howell must 


wage, then, Is not for final approval of the bill as 
amended in the senate, but to secure a restoration of 
the House provision. 


Burt county's Farm Bureau Wednesday 
adopted 


resolutions calling upon Senator Howell to rnend his 
wajs in lespect to improvements deemed vital in 
other sections of the country. His hostility, it was 
inferred, had alienated support for the measure in 
which Nebraska and other Central Western states 
are so vitally interested.

WHAT CAUSES CQLDS. 


Time honored theories a& to the causes of colds 


have become mere superstitions, 
according to the 


most eminent medical .men in the country, for ac- 
cording to Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor of the Jour- 
nal American Medical association, the common cold 
Is self limited and in the large majority of cases tends 
to get well without any medical treatment, except 
rest and the proper control of the bowels, And as 
it goes of itself, so it comes of itself. 


Extensive investigations of colds have been .car- 


ried on by such authorities as Dr. D. J. Smiley of 
Cornell university and Dr.'William II. Barrow of 
Stanford university and they agiee that there is ab- 
solutely nothing to the old theories. 
' 


Dr. Smiley studied such factors as over-exercise, 


cold baths, loss of sleep, drafts, kinds of underwear 
•worn, kinds of shoes worn in wet weather, perspira- 
tion after exercise, constipation, mouth 
breathing, 


removal of the tonsils and adenoids and heredity. His 
conclusion was that not one of thes factors could 
be considered the actual major factor in the causation , 
of the disease. 


Then, after full investigation. Dr. 'Barrow conclud- 


ed that extreme climatic conditions, such as exist in 
Massachusetts and other northern states, as compared 
with the milder climate of California, is not a major 
factor in "catching cold." 
Goh.g still further the 


various systems of heat were investigated, eoal, wood, 
steam, hot air, gas, oiC and no heat afall. These did 
not appear to influence in the slightest degree the 
number of colds. Nor was any difference found in 
sleeping on a porch constructed for that purpose, in 
a well ventilated bedroom or a poorly ventilated one. 
In conclusion he found that people who went to Cali- 
fornia had just about as many colds in that state as 
they had' had at home. 
^ 


All of which leads Dr. Fishbein to the belief that 


"the cold is caused by some definite bacterial organ- 
ism which grows best in the bodies of some persons, 
who provide it with what might be called an optimal 
sol!. This soil Is obviously a matter of the ability of 
the person to resist disease through placing his body 
in the best possible physical condition."

producing districts to the south- 
west. Last year 5,000,000 tons of 
bulk freight were 
transported on 
the Ohio river at a saving of mil- 
lions of dollars in ft eight charges. 
Barge service has been established 
on the Mississippi fiom St Louis to 
New Orleans and vast quantities of 
bulk agricultural cornmoditieb aie 
being transported over this route 
The saving in the cost of trans- 
porting bulk agricultural products 
by water or by a combination of 
rail and water, may be visualized 
in a study of comparative trans- 
portation costs of wheat. 
Taking 
the country as a whole it costs $150 
to $200 to move 1000 bushels of 
wheat 1000 miles by rail The same 
wheat can be moved the same dis- 
tance by Misaissippi river barge for 
$60 to $70 and on the 'Great Lakes 
or by the s-sa for $20 to $30. 
With the completion of the work 


on the Mississippi, the Ohio, the 
Illinois to the Great Lakes and the 
Missouri to Yankton, South Dakota 
and tho establishment of naviga- 
tion and barge lines for the move- 
ment of surplus agricultural pro- 
ducts after reaching the river ter- 
minals as well as the

The sen- 
ate Committee on Commerce which 
had the bill for consideration In the 
report to the senate has reported 
a substitute amendment for the 
House provision which is extremely 
unfair to the section of the coun- 
try interested m fche improvement 
of the upper river.

amendment doos not authorize ... 
continuuous policy of improvement 
but provides tor special improve- 
ment work which has always lacked 
the elements of permanency and is 
wasteful of public funds. The sen- 
ate amendment also requires co-op- 
erative contributions from the com- 
munities that vviil be benefitted by 
the bank protection Incident to con-

a "shoe string"' he " purchased for 
tho proverbial' song, a trotter that 
was considered "just hopeless" by 
the experts. Madden carefully and* 
painstaking trained the-horses and 
the gee gee rewarded him by flash- 
ing speed that won many races for 
Madden. 
Eventually Madden bought 
an- 
other ' no good trotter." And again 
he worked a miracle by making a 
sensational winner out of the con- 
demned animal. As one purchase 
followed another, newer 
success 


came to the youngster and before 
he was 26 he was a conspicuous fi- 
gure in turf realms.

Hedges Warns to 


Go Slow Starting 


Co-op Creameries 


111'advised establishment of local 


plants is primarily responsible for 
numerous failures in the co-opera- 
tive creamery movement, declared 
Prof. Harold Hedges of. the rural 
economics department, state college 
of agriculture, in an address here 
today before the short course in co- 
operation. 


Inefficient management, lack of 


sufficient volume of business, in- 
adequate financing and other viola- 
tions of the principles of 
sound 


business were named as contribut- 
ing factors to such failures, 
but 


most of the co-operative creameries 
which have failed should never have 
been started, asserted the econom- 
ist. He pointed particularly -to the 
evils of creamery supply concerns 
going into communities and estab- 
lishing creameries where they were 
unwarranted 
by the volume of 


cream available. 
"Nebraska resembles North Da- 


kota in haying a scattered cow pop- 
ulation, at least in most sections of 
the state," said Professor Hedges, 
citing 43 per cent of the causes«of 
failure ^of creameries in that state 
as due to lack of sufficient volume 
through lack of cows. "Undoubtedly 
competition from centralizers is as 
severe if not more so in North Da- 
kota, since most of the present big 
centralizer companies made their 
start in Nebraska. 
Consequently 


lack of volume has prabably contri- 
buted more to failure of local co- 
operative creameries in Nebraska 


from which to manufacture butter- 
fat than any other state, the speaker 
explained, adding. that Nebraska 
ships out about 
50 per cent of 


her hay and alfalfa and about 25 
per cent of her corn in its raw form, 
alkvwirxg1 Wisconsin and-other east- 
ern customers to convert this feed 
into finished dairy products which 
place them first in production of 
commodities in which 
Nebraska 


herself should excell. 


"We are helping Wisconsin to get 


advertised as the most wonderful 
dairy state in the union," he said. 
"We are helping them to, pile up 
figures in statistics that very ma- 
terially help them to sell their land 
and other real estate. In' other 
words, we ship out a great deal of 
our immense agricultural produc- 
tion as raw material for 
other 


farmers to manufacture into a fin- 
ished product and make 
profits 


from. This is certainly expensive 
for the Nebraska farmer. 


"In 1925 Nebraska produced 300 


million tons of alfalfa and 360 mil- 
lion tons of prairie hay. This is far 
more 
than any other state can 


claim. We were only surpassed in 
corn production by two other states. 
In view of these facts -why should 
we be 
fourth in 
production of 


creamery butter for 1925, when in 
reality we had more .raw material 
to, manufacture butterfat from than 
any other state? 


"We must adopt practical things 


that will serve our section," he con- 
cluded, "and that is the 'why' of "the
